COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 4— Although 
no state officials are to be voted 
for, Ohio voters are faced w ith five 
proposed constitutional am endm ents 
and referendum s at the election be­ 
ing held today. 
Four of the five questions relate 
to prohibition, while th e fifth will 
be a proposal to amend the consti­ 
tution to provide to r the classifi­ 
cation of property for taxation. 
Ohio is the only state th a t will 
vote on the repeal of state-wide 
prohibition this fall, and much inter­ 
est is being m anifested in the out­ 
come, after less than six m onths of 
the state-wide dry plan. Ohio voted 
dry by 25,000 last November ana 
prohibition 
became 
effective 
last 
May 27 th. To date Ohio is the larg­ 
est state which has voted in favor of 
prohibition. 
Of the proposed m easures before 
the voters, two are proposed am end­ 
ments to the constitution and two 
are referendum s. 
One of the proposed am endm ents 
would repeal state-wide prohibition, 
re-establish the license system and 
define intoxicating liquor as that 
containing more than 2.75 per cent 
alcohol. 
The second would define liquor 
with 2.75 per cent of alcohol or less 
as non-intoxlcating. 
One of the referendum s will be 
on the action of the Ohio legislature 
in ratifying the federal prohibition 
am endm ent and the other on the 
prohibition enforcem ent laws passed 
last spring by the Ohio legislature
